He exhibited, on embarkation, the 
spectacle of a man posting rapidly to the oth- 
er world. But listen to the account he gives 
us from the very people who sympathized 
with the sufferings of Sir Walter Scott— 
‘} think, upon my entrance into the boat, 
I presented a spectacle ef the highest horror. 
The total loss of limbs was apparent to all 
who saw me ; and my face contained marks 










Indeed, so ghastly was my countenance, that 
timoruus women with child had abstained: 
from my house, for fear of the ill consequen- 
I this condition 1 ran 


through rows of sailors and watermen,few 
whom failed of paying their compliments 
to me, by all manner of insults and jests on 
my misery. No man who knew me will 
think I conceived any personal resentment at 
this behavior ; but it was a lively picture of 
that cruelty and inhumanity in the nature of 
men, which I have often contemplated with 
concern ; and which lead the mind into a 
train of very uncomfortable and melancholy 
thoughts. it may be said, that this barbarous 
custom is peculiar to the English, and of them 
only to the lowest degree.’ 

‘6 The English may now be the most thiev- 
ish people in Europe, but they are certainly 
not now a brutal people ; and the charge is 
in this respect, in our opinion, more’ than) 
compensated for the other. It is much to, 
live among a people who do not constantly 
make you dissatisfied with human nature it- 
self. No individual of the crowd .had ever 
probably heard even of Fielding, or any in- 
dividual who had conferred lustre on his 
country by talents of any kind. But even 
the poorest individual feels himself in some 
degree ennobled by the genius of his country ; 
and we see the fruit of it in the homage paid 
to the Great Wizard of the North.”

The 
estate of Johannisberg was a bonne bouche, 
ipresented by the Allied Sovereigns to his 
‘Highness in 1816, as an acknowledgment of 
ihis services in adjusting the complicated tran- 
isactions which came before the ccletrated 
Congress of Vienna. His predecessor in its 
‘possession was Marshal Kellermann, (literally 
i*Cellerman,’) on whom Napoleon had be- 
stowed it, ostensibly for services had and per- 
formed, but wags have insinuated, for a more 
-humorsome reason. The Johannisberg rises 
‘in gentle terraces, and deserves to be ac- 
counted ‘the pride of the land of Hock,’ not 
‘merely for its amber nectar, but for the pic- 
;turesqueness of its site ; it was purchased 
from the Benedictine Convent at Fulda in 
1716, and the handsome mansion, which now 
constitutes one of the most striking embel- 
lishments in its charming vicinity, was erected 
two years afterwards. His Imperial Majesty 
of Austria, who is a true German in his pre- 
dilection for the juice of the Rhenish grape, 
‘has reserved to himself a tithe of its vinous
